Ci ENTLEMEN:— In offering myself as a candidate 
r for your suffrages I deem it incumbent on mo 
to state that if returned to serve you in the Dominion 
Parliament I shall give an earnest support to the 
Liberal-Conservative party, led by Sir John A. Mac- 
donald. At the same time I shall not support that or 
any other party who may fail to fulfil tho condi- 
tions of the Terms of Union and tho Carnarvon 
Settlement. 

Railway Construction has been unnecessarily de- 
layed by Mr. Mackenzie's Government, and the fair 
fume of Canada has been tarnished by tho failure of 
that Government to fulfil tho obligations contained 
in the Carnarvon Settlement and tho Tonus of Union. 
The line from Esquimau to Nanaimo should be built 
and construction on the Mainland commenced atonco. 
As to tho adoption of any particular route for the 
Railway, we can only suggest. There is no doubt, in 
my mind, that the route by way of Bute Inlet to Es- 
quimau is the most desirable from a national and 
economic standpoint. I shall not fail to urge that fact 
upon the attention of the Canadian Government and 
Parliament; but should I fail to convince them of tho 
advantages of the Bute-Euqulmalt route over all 
others, 1 shall favor the immediate prosecution of 
work on the line wherever it may be located. Over- 
land communication is of tho utmost importance to 
this Province. DELAY .MEANS STAGNATION, and 
British Columbia should bo the last to place In Cana- 
da's hands an excuse fur further delaying the com- 
mencement of railway construction, by insisting on 
the reopening of the survoys, when a 'memorial has 
lust been possod by tlie Local Parliament demanding 
Immediate commencement of the railway. 

Isolated as we arc, I consider the Canadian Tariff 
unsuited to this Province. That Tariff was accented 
b> British Columbia in IsT'J in the anticipation of the 
early commencement of railway construction. That 
anticipation not having been realized, 1 shall press 
upon the notice of Canada the Importance of granting 
the Province the riu'bt to regulate its own tariff until 
the completion of the railway. Whether that right 
be accorded or not, I shall press for adequate protec- 
tion to tlie producers and manufacturers of the Pro- 
vince so that they may compete successfully in our 
markets witli the products of old established commu- 
nities. 

My constant aim shall he to harmonize sectional 
differences anil allay sectional prejudices. I shall en- 
deavor to work with all the members from the Pacific 
Coast so as to ensure a solid vote in the House when- 
ever Mrilish Columbia's rights are attacked. 

Every effort compatible with the honor and dignity 
of the Province should ho made to secure railway 
construction during the interval that will elapse bo- 
fore the period fixed in tho memorial just forwarded 
by our Government for withdrawal from the Union 
shall have expired. Failing to secure our rights, 1 
shall be prepared to demand not only separation but 
indemnity for damages sustained through the broken 
obligations of Canada.

'From 1872 to the 
present time the exercise of my duties as .Superinten- 
dent of Education has brought mc into personal con- 
tact with most of the electors. 1 trust that nearly 
seven years' educational work has secured for me 
such a reputation as will induce you to belicvo that if 
chosen as jour representative at" Ottawa I shall carry 
the same honesty of purpose, industry and energy into 
the political arena that my many friends in every part 
of the Province give mo the credit of having shown 
in tho establishment and conduct of our school 
system. 

Experience and observation have only confirmed me 
In the political opinions which I had the honor to 
enunciate when prosecuting my canvass In the early 
days of Confederation. Wo have everything to gain 
and nothing to lose by a change In the Government a 
Ottawa. 1 need hardly announce, therefore, that 
am still faithful In my allegiance to the party of which 
Sir John A. Macdonald is the leader. At the same 
time, if elected, I cannot promise to give that great 
party, either in opposition or In possession of tho 
Treasury Douches, a blind, unreasoning and slavish 
support; because it can easily be imagined that ques- 
tions may arise when to do so would be detrimental 
to the best interests of your large and influential dis- 
trict. Thoso interests shall always he paramount to 
even' party consideration. 

The claims upon the Dominion Government for the 
construction of the Island Railway, in which you are 
particularly interested, must ho held inviolate." While 
other districts have been filling up with industrious 
immigrants, tho settlement of Vancouver has been 
retarded by the withdrawal nf all the Crown lands 
from preemption in tho railway bt'lt, thus rendering 
it Impossible to form nn estimate of the injury, direct 
and indirect, that has been perpetrated by tho " how- 
not-to-do-it" policy of the Mackenzie Administration. 

Tho present Tariff is not suited to all sections of the 
Dominion. I believe that a measure can bo devised 
that will be fair and equitable to all the Provinces, and 
tend to foster and encourage manufacturing, agricul- 
tural and other interests throughout Canada. Being 
quite alive to the necessity of great caution in dealing 
with this question, I will here assuro the electors that, 
If successful at the polls, their interests shall be made 
paramount to every other consideration when the 
proper timo arrives for legislating upon a subject of so 
much importance. 

With regard to questions of a local nature, such as 
postal, telegraphic, marine, etc,, etc., which may come 
under the purview of the general government, I 
will, if returned, omit no opportunity of representing 
your wants and claims at the proper time arid in the 
proper quarter. 

No time will bo lost in prosecuting a personal can- 
vass throughout the district, and whenever practicable 
public meetings will ho held, which will enable me to 
enter moro into detail on the above-mentioned sub- 
jects, and touch upon others that cannot bo discussed 
In tho space usually allotted to an address of this des- 
cription.

TO THE ELECTORS OF THE VANCOUVER 
DISTRICT. 

/~i ENTLEMEN:— Having announced my Intention 
\JC of becoming a Candidate for the representation 
of this District at tho ensuing election (or the House 
of Commons, I may he permitted to explain my views 
on the leading questions affecting this Province. 

1st— I believe that while ve have a grievance against 
the Government of Canada for the non-fulfilment of 
Tonus of L'nion, it would be highly injudicious on the 
part of the representatives from this Province to form 
a positive adhesion to either of the great political par- 
ties into which the Eastern Provinces are divided for 
the following reasons: 1st, because many of tho ques- 
tions which divide them have no existence among us; 
2nd, because neither our people nor representatives 
can feel that Interest in their politics which wo other- 
wise would have done had Canada honorably endea- 
vored to fulfil the railway obligations which she vol- 
untarily incurred when we entered the L'nion. Enter- 
taining this view, I shall, if elected, accord to tho 
Government ol the day a hearty support should their 
policy and actions indicate an immediate active, en- 
ergetic commencement and continuous construction 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway through llritish Col- 
umbia. 

Should Sir John A. Macdonald and party return to 
power, I should feel bound, if elected, to 'render him 
a hearty support in order that he may have a real op- 
portunity of carrying out the grand scheme of a trans- 
continental railway across our own territory, and 
which was provided for in the Terms of L'nion which 
his Government negotiated with this Province. 

Under the Terms of l'nion certain Orders in Council 
were passed by the Government of the Dominion de- 
claring Esquimau to be the terminus of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, and a Reservation of the Public Lands 
from Esquimau to Seymour Narrows, known as the 
20-milo belt, was applied for by the Dominion Govern- 
ment and received by them from th? Local Govern- 
ment and regarded as a portion of tho Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway to all intents and purposes. 

The Agricultural, Coal Mining and other interests 
would be promoted by tho construction of tho Island 
section as part of tho Pacific Railway— the immediate 
prosecution of which would bring into active business 
life tho entire section traversed. Farm products would 
find a ready market, labor of all kinds would be in de- 
mand, and as a consequence business would revive 
throughout the Province and confidence would again 
be restored. 

Should, however, the Dominion Government find it 
impossible to retain Esquimau as the terminus of the 
Railway on account of engineering difficulties, I would 
insist on an cquitablo Indemnity for the whole line 
from Esquimau to Sejmour Narrows, as being justly 
due to Vancouver Island for the serious loss which we 
have sustained from tho public lands between thoso 
two points having been locked up for such a lengthen- 
ed period from pre-emption, settlement and develop- 
ment. 

I would urge tho necessity of more frequent mail 
communication throughout the District and Province 
generally, and would use my most earnest endeavors 
to obtain direct mail communication between Nanai- 
mo and New Westminster, and would also do my ut- 
most to obtain immediate Telegraphic communication 
between Nanaimo, Victoria and the other large ship- 
ping port of liurrard Inlet. 

With regard to the Tariff question I entirely dis- 
agree with those who think that a variety of interests 
must necessarily conflict with each other. On thecon- 
trary, i maintain that the greater tho number of in- 
terests we have in this district actually at work 
developing our varied resources tho more certain arc 
we of progression. I believe, therefore, that the tariff 
can he so readjusted as to be cquitablo to all, without 
increasing the present revenue tariff. 

With regard to public and other buildings, such as 
a Drill Hall, etc., I would advocate that Nanaimo bo 
placed upon an equal footing with the other cities of 
tlie Province. I will endeavor to visit every part of 
tho District and will hold meetings, of which duo no- 
tice will he given. 

And, finally, should you favor mc with your confi- 
dence, I can assure you that twenty years' residenco 
ill tho Province— 18 of which have been in the midst 
of your district — has enabled mc to form conclusions 
which aro moro likely to ho used to your advantago 
than can bo expected from any other person whoso 
interests and residence are outside of your district.

The tulvoeates of the extension to 
women of political rights and privi- 
leges have been accorded a hearing be- 
fore the Oregon Legislature. We read 
in the Oregtmian's report that Mrs. 
Abigail Scott Dunnivay, and Mrs. 
Doctor Thompson, -were escorted by au 
honorable member "with great courtesy 
and gallantry," and that the chairman 
offered them " scats on the rostrum." 
Once being seated on the "rostrum" 
Mrs. Dunniway was introduced by the 
chairman to the legislature and having 
duly returned thanks for the honor con- 
ferred, proceeded to depict the patient 
suffering of the women of the States in 
the absenco of political rights. The 
generic term man always means wo- 
man, also when she commits a crime 
that merits a penalty, or when she. re- 
fuses to pay the taxes. She was not 
there, she said, to claim that privileges 
were withheld, but that woman's 
rights were withheld. She paraphrased 
the Declaration of Independence as she 
made her points, showing how she 
claimed the wrongs of the colonies to 
Ixf paralleled by the treatment of wo- 
man ; that taxation without representa- 
tion is as unbearable for women as 
men, and class legislation as obnoxious. 
She referred sarcastically to the rights 
inspired by man as the "aristocracy of 
the sex," and charged that they had 
"violated the basic principles of the 
common law —the amendment to the 
constitution of the United States. 
Married women are servants without 
wages ; their property rights arc being 
enlarged, but they are not yet equals 
of men before the law. She cited the 
case of Tompkins, of Wasco county, 
illegally convicted of crime and sent to 
the state prison, while justice levied on 
the property his wife had earned to 
pay the expense of his illegal convic- 
tion. Where did man get the right to 
legislate for woman in all cases what- 
soever 1 Chief Justico Wait has de- 
cided that women have no political 
rights that men should respect; but 
this decision may be as temporary as 
the fiat 'of Chief Justico Taney proved 
to be in the Dred Scott case. Language 
cannot be stronger than in the constitu- 
tion of Oregon, but it is translated so 
as not to recognize the rights of wo- 
men. Equality is restricted by law to 
"white male citizens," but since that 
was enacted native born negroes and 
mulattoes are admitted to be citizens. 
She demanded equality with men be- 
fore the law in everything, and that 
amendments to the state constitu- 
tion should now be framed to 
recognize the rights of women." 
Mrs. "Doctor" Thompson next took the 
stand and said that if " the women of 
the land are trammeled noble sons can- 
not be born." The Urer/onian con- 
fesses its inability to "give in brief any 
idea of this lady's address;" but admits 
that she spoke with great fluency, and 
predicted that " men will not have 
rights (only conventionalities) until 
they enfranchise women and elevate 
society." An attempt is being made 
to introduce female sull'rage in Oregon; 
but it would not appear, from subse- 
quent proceedings, that the arguments 
of the advocates who appeared on the 
"rostrum" have exerted any powerful 
influence towards attaining tho desired 
object. 

A No-w Canadian Policy. 



Tho result of the late elections in the 
Dominion of Canada' was apparently 
quite unexpected by tho defeated side, 
whose administration had been satisfac- 
tory for tho last five years, and who 
confidently looked forward to their | 
continuance in power. Since the fall 
of 1873 the Reform party, under the 
Premiership of Alexander Mackenzie, 
had held public office. It was first 
started as a protest against the corrup- 
tion involved in the connection of the 
then Premier, Sir John A. Macdonald, 
with the Canada Pacific Railway job 
and Credit Mobilier, and rapidly came 
into public favor. But the tide of 
opinion seems to have turned, or rather 
the cry raised for protection as against 
free trade has been sufficiently attrac- 
tive to reinstate Sir John Macdonald 
in the position which five years ago he 
was believed to have disgraced. The 
issue raised in the late election was 
clear and definite. Tho Ministry were 
thorough free traders, while Sir John 
and his adherents promised, if elected, 
to enforce a system of protection for 
home manufacturing industry by the 
imposition of increased duties, and to 
retaliateagainstthem with the same pro- 
hibitory duties they now levy. The 
latter policy triumphed, and by a 
sweeping majority the present Ministry 
has been beaten, and tho reins of gov- 
ernment' must fall into tho hands of 
the opposition. The result, provided 
the promises made before election are 
carried into effect, must be a serious 
falling off. in trade with the United 
States, unless, indeed, a reciprocity 
treaty should be entered into, and this 
is one plank in the Macdonald plat- 
form to bring about. On the business 
between San Francisco and British 
Columbia, the protectionist policy ap- 
parently about to be inaugurated must 
have a prejudicial effect ; but our 
neighbors in British Columbia are, 
nevertheless, ardent admirers of Sir 
John Macdonald's policy, and look for- 
ward to his resumption of power as an 
earnest of the speedy completion of the 
Canada Pacific Railroad. In the mean 
time, they ask to bo allowed toregulato 
their own customs duties until brought 
into close connection with Cana- 
da;- • according to promise when 
they joined the federation, and as 
they have, always obtained a large 
measure of favor from the incoming 
Premier, it is possible an arrangement 
of the kind may be made. It will 
take somo little Hmo to dsvelop tho 



policy of the new administration; but 
its course is of considerable importance 
to us, both in the East and West, and 
will bo watched with much interest as 
a departure from the principles under 
which, for severel years past, tho Do- 
minion has been governed. — S. . F. 
Ghrmmii, 30th ult. 



Tito STov/ Ministry as Mado TJp in 
Montreal. 

Montreal, Sept, 18. — Thenar gives 
the following forecast of the new Min- 
istry: Sir John Macdonald being for 
the present out of the field, Mr. Tilley 
is deemed the most eligible to be en- 
trusted with the task of forming a 
Cabinet. Ho would probably assume 
the portfolio of Minister of Finance, 
assigning that of Customs to Dr. Tup- 
per; that of Justice to Hon. Jas. Mc- 
Donald, of Pictou, anil that of Marine 
and Fisheries to Hon. J. C. Pope, ;>f 
Queen's. Hon. A. Campbell would 
likely be made Postmaster-General, and 
Hon. John Pope, of Compton, Minister 
of Agriculture. McKenzie Powell 
might possibly be Secretary of State; 
Mr. Dalton McCarthy, Minister of In- 
land Bovonuoj uul TW White, Min- 
ister of the Interior. Dr. Robitaille is 
spoken of as eligible for the Ministry 
of Inland Revenue, Mr. Masson for 
that of Militia, and Mr. Trudel for 
Public Works, with Mr. Blanchet for 
the Speakership. There are those who 
urge the claims of Coursol and 
Gait to Cabinet consideration. Mean- 
time it is believed the presidency of the 
Council will be left open to be assum- 
ed by Sir John should he again desire 
to enter the House and assume the 
lead. 



Lord DufEorin as a Govonior. 



(Special dispatch to tli L - Toronto Globe.) 

London, Sept. 18. 

The Times, in its editorial on Lord 
Dufferin's speech to the deputation from 
the municipalities of Ontario, says it 
would be difficult to point to a better 
assorted, happier, political marriage 
than that which united Lord Dufierin 
with the people of Canada. The de- 
putation gave remarkable testimony 
of tho affectionate, trustful regard in 
which the Governor-General is held by 
those whom he ruled with striking suc- 
cess and of the system of all parties, 
classes, and creeds. The impartiality 
and equity of Lord Duiferin's career is 
attested by the applause he has won 
and the regrets at his departure. The 
noble Earl has displayed beyond ques- 
tion in a high degree the qualities 
needed for a constitutional ruler. He 
has achieved popularity and affection 
among a great progressive community, 
The solid foundation of his power was 
the dee]) and ardent attachment of the 
colonist for the Mother Country and 
the Imperial Throne. Vet other Gov- 
ernors, having the same opportunities, 
have failed to make their mark in 
history. None has ever done so much 
to strengthen the bond of Imperial 
union as Lord Dufierin, aided in his 
task by a fresh and graceful eloquence, 
and the extraordinary strides onward 
which Canada has made since the 
union of the Provinces, with the full 
promise of future advance, has been 
fostered by the Imperial connection 
which keeps a standard of public mor- 
ality and practical patriotism Ltfore 
the people sadly wanting in political 
life in the United States. It were a 
pity if Earl Duflerin's powers remain- 
ed unused because he belongs to tho 
English Opposition. 

The Daily News, in an editorial, says 
Lord Dufierin had a most difficult 
work, and he has done it well. If the 
Marquis of Lome has not the same he 
has other means of securing popularity, 
to which he may wisely confine him- 
self.

Policy of tho British Govornaiont. 



Manchester, Sept. 27th. — The 
Guardian's London correspondent says: 
There are strong indications that the 
government is not in a hurry to take 
action on the Afghanistan question. 
Their desire is to leave the responsi- 
bility nnd conduct of the question al- 
most entirely to Lord Lytton, Viceroy 
of India. It is desired to make the 
question an Indian rather than an Im- 
perial one. This is clearly indicated 
by the attempt of the oilicial press to 
represent the quarrel as solely with 
the Ameer of Afghanistan. Any in- 
tervention of the Cabinet would have 
the appearance of dragging Russia into 
the dispute. This the government is 
anxious to avoid. The second reason 
for abstinonce from Imperial action 
arises from differences of opinion, not 
only between the Foreign Secretary 
and the Viceroy, but between members 
of the Cabinet themselves. Another 
obstacle to the lending part being 
played by the home government, is the 
state of Lord Beaconsfield's health

Rich Claims on Defot Creek. 



The steamer Grappler arrived hero 
early yesterday morning from Fort Wran- 
gol and way porta bringing 80,000 in gold 
duut from Cassiar, '2 bags of mail matter, 
a quantity of miscellaneous freight, and 
tho following passengers : — E. A. Dawnev, 
J. A. Mossop, A. \V. Iluson, F. Hawks, 
Wm. Price, Thos. Lenehan, J. F. Smith, 
Wymans, T. Coado, J. Hamilton, John 
Heetly, Mat. Farrell, E. Poliac, D. Grant, 
M. Dillon, G. Farquhar, Howard, J. 
Hairsine, Geo. Davies, S. H. Fisher, K. 
Campion, A. Bitchner, M. Staples, J. Mc- 
Clcan, John McCloskey, Win. Montan- 
don, Thos. Dow, C. Cameron, James 
Brand, 35 Chinamen and JO Indians. 
The steamer Grappler left Fort Wrangel 
on tho 26th Sept. at 10 p. m. and ex- 
perienced strong S.E. and S.W, winds on 
tho trip down. Met the schooner Kate 
on Sunday last off the head of Vancouver 
Maud, bound north. Reports Stickeen 
river very low and the steamer Gertrude 
laid up. The steamer Nollro would attempt 
to make ono more trip before tho close 
of tho season. Tho news from the mines 
is somewhat meagre. 

DKFOT CREEK. 
Soveral claims on this, one of the latest and 
probably tho richest creek yet discovered 
in Cassiar, are paying handsomely. Jack 
Welch & Co. are taking out SHO to $250 
to tho hand per day, Jeffrey & Collins 2 
to 3 oz. , Nowcombor & Co. 2 oz. , Aleck 
Black 2 oz. , Discovery claim li oz. , 
Rough and Heady lh oz. . Charley Alex- 
ander found a splendid nugget near the 
first forks of the creek weighing 22A oz. , 
and a number of smaller ones have 
also been taken out. The weather on the 
creek was 'for some time wet. Our infor- 
mant left Defot on the 15th Sept. and 
states that at that date the miners had put 
in four weeks' good work. The gold is 
spotted and the shallow claims are a great 
deal the richest. Quartz has been discov- 
ered on the summit of the mountain run- 
ning along the creek, but it is not suppos- 
ed to bo of a paying character. 

On Thibert Creek the Gold Hill and 
Portland claims are yielding 1 oz. to the 
hand per day and on Deaso Creek the 
claims that are paying best arc those of 
Jim Welch, McKay Bros. , and the Vic- 
toria Co. Tho health at tho mines has 
been very good, no sickness or deaths be- 
ing reported. Provisions on Defot Creek 
are now plentiful. 

VOWEI.L CREEK. 
A new creek has been discovered in tho 
vicinity of Defot Creek, which is expected 
to prove rich. Angus McAllister and party 
were the discoverers. It has been named 
Vowell Creek after tho popular Gold Com- 
missioner of the district. 



Municipal Police Court. 



[liefore II. C. Courtney, Iiq.] 

Thursday, Oct. 3rd. 

Thomas J. Burnes, summoned by Pa- 
trick McCarthy and charged with assault. 

The prosecutor, who appeared in a very 
dilapidated and nervous condition, made 
an incoherent statement that on Saturday 
last Mr. Burnes had assaulted him by 
throwing him out of his house, the Amer- 
ican Hotel. When cross-examined by 
Mr. Mills, who appeared for Mr. Burnes, 
prosecutor stated that ho fell down sever- 
al times on tho day in question, but would 
not swear that it was not from tho effects 
of liquor. 

His Honor, observing tho prosecutor's 
nervous condition, said ho did not think 
ho was in a fit state to give evidence. 

James McLaughlin sworn — Saw Mr. 
Burnes push McCarthy out of his house 
on Saturday last. 

Cross-examined— Saw Mr. Burnes catch 
hold of him and push him out ; ho fell on 
tho sidewalk whether from being drunk 
or from tho force of tho push don't know ; 
McCarthy then sat down in a chair in 
front of the hotel ; Mr. Burnes told him 
to go away but as ho did not ho then 
jerked tho chair from under him and 
pushed him so that ho fell down again ; 
the prosecutor could walk straight at tho 
time ; I could not swear ho was drunk ; he 
walked pretty straight. 

Mr. Mills submitted that the prosecu- 
tion had entirely fallen to the ground, 
but had witnesses if necessary for tho de- 
fence. 

His Honor — T think it is the prosecutor 
who fell to tho ground. 

Tho Superintendent of Polico stated 
that tho prosecutor had been more or less 
drunk for several days. 

His Honor dismissed tho summons, re- 
marking that from what ho could gather 
of the case tho prosecutor wont to defend- 
ant's hotel in a drunken condition and 
tried to outer tho bar against dafondant's 
desire ; no undue violence had been used 
in pushing prosecutor from the door. Any 
hotel keeper was justified in removing 
from his premises a drunken and obnox- 
ious person so long as no unnecessary vio- 
lence was employed to do so. 

Mr. Burnes applied for costs. 

His Honor said ho thought tho prose- 
cutor was an unfortunate man who hardly 
know what ho was about, and was not lit 
to take caro of himself. Ho appeared to 
have no moans and his Honor did not 
think costs should be asked for. Ho 
would caution prosecutor not to annoy 
Burnes again. 

Important Seizure. 

An important seizure of goods imported 
by the bark Marmion, which arrived hero 
from San Francisco on Wednesday last, 
was made yesterday by tho Customs au- 
thorities. It is alleged that the goods os- 
tensibly consisted of packages of furnitifro 
and were entered as such at the Customs 
House. On opening several of the cases, 
however, it was discovered that chests of 
drawers contained dry goods, packages 
of looking glasses were surrounded by over- 
alls and in other instances goods, not in- 
cluded in the invoice of furniture, had been 
imported in tho cases in which the furni- 
ture was contained. The examination of 
tho goods is not yet concluded. 

The Canvass. — The canvass in this dis- 
trict is being vigorously prosecuted by 
the friends of the candidates and by the 
candidates themselves. Mr. Davies seems 
to be gaining ground rapidly. The feel- 
ing is growing that Mr. DeCosmos cannot 
be trusted, and that ho would, if elected, 
immediately upon reaching the Capital, 
throw Sir John ovorboard — as he did in 
1873-4 — and ally himself again to the 
Liberal party. Mr. Davies, on tho other 
hand, has always been a Conservative, 
his greatest offence having been his former 
consistent support of Air. DeCosmos, who 
now abuses him and rofusos him the use 
of his columns to reply.

Mr. McMillaa Commiautos his Cow- 
ardly Assailant. 

Editor Colonist: — Will you allow 
mo tho privilege of again offering a few 
comments, by way of self-defence, on 
tho article which appeared in the Stan- 
dard of yesterday f It is therein stated 
that "We (Standard) simply stated 
that Mr. McMillan wan the writer of 
tho leading articles in this paper in 
L 8 7 3-4, and that Mr. DeCosmos was 
in no way responsible for those ar- 
ticles." Had there boon but the simple 
statement that the articles referred to 
wore written by me, 1 should have 
nothing to say in reference thereto, 
as it was very well known at the time 
that they were written by me. But 
it is tho false and contemptible way in 
which Mr. DeCosmos sought to shirk 
responsibility, for the political char- 
acter of the Standard, and to hold mo 
up to tho public as the really responsi- 
ble party for having hauled down the 
banner of tho Liberal-Conservatives, 
and hoisted in lieu thereof the standard 
of the Grits, to which f took exception. 
After slinging any amount of low 
Billingsgate at "Robson, Higgins, Bar- 
nurd, Mara Si Co," in the issue of the 
30th ultimo, my name was then dragg- 
ed in af tor this fashion : — "Mr. McMillan, 
the bosom friend of Higgins, Robson, 
& Co., was at those dates writing the 
leaders, and it was he who assailed 
the Liberal Conservative party mid 
Dr. Tupper in the manner referred to." 
Now, Sir, when it is borne in mind 
that I was simply au employe on tho 
Standard staff, nnd had no authority 
whatever to direct the political policy 
of the paper, but simply to follow in- 
structions, it will at once be seen how 
unfair and contemptible it was to try 
and make it appear that while I occu- 
pied tho editorial chair I changed the 
polities of the paper from Conservative 
to Grit, and from Grit back to Conser- 
vative, during the whole of which pe- 
riod the Standard was Mr. DeCosmos' 
political organ, and under his absolute 
control, if not ns part owner, at least 
as its political god-father. He pretends 
now to have no control whatever over 
the columns of that paper, having sold 
out the interest ho had in it and retired 
from tho. carting cares of editorial life. 
That he ever made a bona fide sale of 
his interest in the Standard office is 
just about as true as that he was offer- 
ed a governorship nnd graciously de- 
clined to accept it. Was it not very 
convenient that just nt tho time he 
wanted to sell lie found a purchaser 
in Mr. Chas. McK. Smith, his own 
brother, a gentleman whe would 
be about the last man in the 
world that any one would suspect of 
having a taste for literary pursuits, es- 
pecially of a journalistic character. Na- 
ture never intended him for a newspa- 
per man, nor did Providence ever direct 
his steps into a path for which ho was 
so utterly unfitted. Amor DeCosmos 
put him there to serve his own pur- 
poses, and when he has no further use 
for him he will doubtless repurchase (1) 
the Standard from him on the same 
terms as those upon which Mr. Smith 
became the nominal owner of his bro- 
ther's interest. Neither Mr. Smith nor 
Mr. Long ever had anything whatever 
to do with the political department of 
the paper while I was connected with 
it. I received my appointment and in- 
structions from Mr. DeCosmos, and to 
him alone was I responsible. One 
more remark and I have done. The 
statement in the Standard of yesterday 
that I was dismissed from the office on 
account of treachery and untrustwor- 
thiness, was the first time I was ever 
made aware of that fact. No charge 
of that nature was ever preferred against 
me, and the statement is n gross false- 
hood. When Mr. Smith, about the 
beginning of December, 1875, informed 
nie that my services would not bo re- 
quired after the close of the year, he 
expressed his personal regret that cir- 
cumstances rendered the change neces- 
sary, but that inasmuch ns Dr. W. 
Wymond Walkem was about to pur- 
chase an interest in the Standard office, 
ho, as a matter of course, would take 
my place. Now, if Mr. Smith told the 
truth then, the Standard liocl yester- 
day ; and, on the other hand, if what 
tho Standard said yesterday be true, 
Mr. Smith lied to ino on the occasion 
referred to. It is a fact that Mr. Wal- 
kem did not buy into the Standard 
concern, and hence I leave Mr. McK. 
Smith and the Standard to settle be- 
tween themselves as to which is tho 
guilty party. I can fearlessly appeal 
to the columns of the SUmdard itself to 
disprove the falsehood in yesterday's 
issue concerning myself, and they will 
bear testimony that while in Mr. De 
Cosmos' employ as a political writer, I 
served him, it may be, not wisely, but 
too well. ' J. E. McMillan.

Editor Colonist : — To-day is the 
day of nomination for candidates to 
represent this constituency at Ottawa, 
and the time will soon pass between it 
and that fixed for the polling to take 
place. We have two candidates before 
us besides Sir John Macdonald, whom 
all wish to see elected. Ono of these 
candidates claims the seat partly from 
the prestige of years of representation, 
partly from tho weight that attaches 
to the claim of the man we "voted for 
before," and principally because he is 
Mr. DeCosmos, and I will admit that I 
think he is undoubtedly the right man 
for the position, if — and hero I may as 
well finish this part of my subject and 
have it out with tho "ifs" — if ho would 
but believe himself fitted to follow, and 
not fancy himself only fitted to lead, 
[f, while expecting us to regard him as 
a superior being, he would occasionally 
deign to acknowledge that but for the 
electors he might remain from year's 
end to year's end sitting in solitary 
grandeur on his town site at Bute In- 
let whistling for the first train to 
arrive. If he would tell us what legis- 
lative measures he has introduced and 
carried in the .Dominion Parliament for 
tho benefit of this Province ; although, 
perhaps, being a lover of the world, he 
feels disinclined to show any special 
preference for any special part of it. 
If we can rely on the man to work as 
Sir John's follower — through good re- 
port and through evil report— in what 
he (Sir John) thinks, as leader of the 
party, is the best policy, and not have 
to fear that he will only go with Sir 
John while the wind blows fair towards 
his own private interests. 

I fear, Mr. Editor, and 1 state these 
views through you for tho considera- 
tions of the thinking portion of the 
electors, that should DeCosmos he re- 
turned he would prove more detri- 
mental than otherwise to the interests 
of the Province. Firstly, by obstruct- 
ing the far-seeing policy of Sir John 
when it did not coincide with his own 
narrow views ; and, secondly, owing to 
over-weening self-importance he will 
give Ids main attention to, and display 
his great abilities in efforts towards 
the aggrandizement of Mr. DeCosmos 
by endeavoring to obtain a placo for 
himself in the Government, and not 
the advancement of the true interests 
of British Columbia, and if disappoint- 
ed in his ambition he will be at best 
a disgusted supporter with a griev- 
ance. What we want — if it is 
possible to obtain it in the second repre- 
sentative of the most important con- 
stituency in British Columbia is a 
leader (alas! less often sought than 
found) a man with tact to lead the 
representatives in Parliament of this 
Province, and with wisdom to make 
their united weight felt in advancing 
legislation for our benefit, Mr. De- 
Cosmos is debarred from tho position 
by his want of the first quality at least. 
Why, even our friend Bunstor of the 
black beard, good beer and eccentric 
oratory is more fitted to lead a follow- 
ing. 

I do not contend that Mr. Davies is 
the fittest man that could be found to 
represent us; but I think he is likely 
to carry out his promises. Having no 
private ends to gain or ambitious 
claims to press on his chief, he can be 
relied on to give Sir John his unfailing 
and cheerful support. If tho engin- 
eers are so much opposed to the Bute 
Inlet routo that the Government de- 
cide against it, you may be suro Mr. 
Davies will do his best to hasten 
construction by Burrard's Inlet, for 
the Standard, even, admits he has plen- 
ty of common sense. 

Voters should not allow themselves 
to be swayed too much by outside in- 
fluences. Let them reflect by them- 
selves which man is likely to prove a 
staunch and reliable supporter to the 
chief we delight to honor, and give 
that man his vote. I venture to pre- 
dict that it will be a close contest at 
the polls, and that Mr. DeCosmos will 
have plenty of leisure time afterwards 
to prepare an election address and can- 
vuss the constituency before the next 
general election.

The screw sloop Alert, one of the 
Arctic ships, is now fitting out in tho 
Medway for a scientific voyage to the 
South Pacific. The work is now nearly 
complete, and sho will shortly bo able 
to proceed to sea. Capt. Sir G. Nares, 
K. O. B., who commanded her during 
tho Artie Expedition, will again liavo 
tho command. 

It is thought likely tho Attorney 
General for Ireland will be promoted 
to the Bench through the vacancy 
caused by Justice Keogh's insanity. 

Dr. Erasmus Wilson, to whoso per- 
sonal efforts and liberality London 
owes the Cleopatra Needle, hasdeolined 
the banquet offered him. The project 
may be revived after the Needle has 
been fixed in its position on tho Thames 
enbankment. 

A Strang Robbory, Said to bo in 
Tlldon's Intorost. 

Chicago, Sept. 25. — A. Tribune's 
Marquette, Michigan, special says : 
Yesterday an examination was proceed- 
ing here to secure testimony to he 
used in the case of the "United States 
vs. Samuel J. Tilden, to recover de-- 
fieiency in his taxes. In the course of 
the examination certain hooks contain- 
ing the accounts of the New York iron 
mine were being used. Tilden's counsel, 
tho Hon. Thomas Harlajid, of New 
York, handled the books during the 
proceedings, and laid them in a pile 
near the door. About half-past nine 
o'clock, as tlie commissioner was quietly 
proceeding with the depositions, two men 
rushed into the room, one covering 
the other by thrusting himself between 
the books and tho officers, while the 
other passed tho books to a conspirator 
on tlie stairway. At this juncture Mr, 
Wet more* tho witness, pursued the 
robber to the foot of the stairs, but by 
means of a carriage standing prepared 
the villlan escaped under cover of the 
night. As soon as the papers could be 
issued, over which there was some de- 
lay, owing to tho lateness of the hour, 
mounted officers started in pursuit, but 
succeeded only in overtaking the empty 
carriage, about two hours after the 
robbery. It is said the evidence being 
produced from the books was making 
an overwhelming case against the re- 
form presidential candidate and neces- 
sitated resort to desperate means on the 
part of Tilden's counsel. 

Central and South Amorica. 



All the Costa Ricau journals but 
one — the Government mouth-piece — 
have been suppressed. 

General Bustamente, the Peruvian 
Minister of War, and in command of 
the troops sent to the south to subdue 
the movements effected nt Arequipa 
and Puno, reports that all is quiet in 
those departments, and that order was 
re-established without bloodshed before 
his arrival. 

The parish priest of Coquiinbo, Chili, 
says the Iteformo, has been cited to ap- 
pear before the Criminal Judge of 
Serena, to answer to the charge of 
stealing bodies from the cemetery, and 
of disrespect to the judicial authority. 

A New People Discovered. — It has 
been discovered in a district of India, 
on the coast, that there is a tribe of 
people suspected of being descendants 
of Jews sent into India by King Solo- 
mon to capture elephants for his use, 
and to work in the gold mines. The 
Hebrew language has almost died out 
among them, but they possess a written 
bible. Of the holidays they keep only 
the Sabbath, the Passover and the Day 
of Atonement being unknown to them. 
They call themselves "Sons of Israel" 
and not "Jews," and maintain that they 
possess autograph prayer-books written 
by the Patriarchs. They boast of letters 
of freedom given them by King Tschan- 
drackupta, who was contemporary with 
Alexander the Great.
